Since that time, the development of the Stinger program 
has kept pace with the growth of women’s hockey in 
Canada. The team recently received a tremendous “shot-in- 
the-arm” when Concordia’s Department of Fitness, 
Recreation & Athletics committed itself more forcefully to 
the development of athletic programs for women. 

The result of this new focus is evident every time the 


Stingers take to the ice. They skate with tremendous pride 
and confidence and have one objective in mind — to become 
the best women’s hockey team in North America. Most 
observers agree that the Stingers are only one or two players 
away from realizing this goal. 

The team presently competes in the Quebec University 
League and supplements this play with competition against 
the best schools in the United States. In all, the team parti- 
cipates in 15 league games, 10 to 15 exhibition matches and 
as many as five tournaments in a season that runs from 
early October until mid-March. 

Despite the remarkable success of the Stingers on the ice, 
the players performance in the classroom remains the 
team’s first priority. Each athlete receives encouragement 
and support from the coaching staff and the Athletic De- 
partment to ensure that her educational experience is as 
rewarding as possible. The team is very proud of the women 
who have worn the Stinger colours. Not only have they 
excelled as athletes, but they have proven themselves to be 
exceptional students and citizens as well.

Les Lawton came to the Stingers 
as an assistant coach in 1982. His 
knowledge of the game and his dedi- 
cation to the team made him a logical 
choice for the position of head coach 
when it became available the follow- 
ing season.

Admissions 


Concordia’s academic department and associated 
institutes are grouped into four faculties: ARTS AND

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS: The following are mini- 
mum requirements and do not guarantee admission to 
the University. 


Quebec 

The minimum entrance requirement is a successfully 
completed two-year pre-university or three-year profes- 
sional (career) program in a CEGEP with the award of 
a diploma of Collegial Studies (DCS), or the equivalent. 


Ontario and other Canadian Provinces 
Grade twelve applicants from other Canadian provin- 
ces with an overall average of at least 65% in appropri- 


ate subjects will be considered for admission to the Ex- 
tended Credit Program, usually requiring an additional 
year of study. Students entering programs in the Faculty 
of Arts and Science or the Faculty of Fine Arts will be 
awarded six credits for each grade 13 or OAC course in 
the humanities or social sciences with a minimum pass- 
ing grade of 70%.
